In 1980, we received 
from the Ontario Legislature a Char- 
ter which was the legal paper allow- 
ing us to begin our College. Perhaps 
you will remember that this Charter is 
a limited Charter. We may only grant 
the Bachelor of Christian Studies de- 
gree and the Bachelor of Christian 
Education degree. In the meantime 
the Association of Colleges and Uni- 
versities of Canada (AUCC) has de- 
termined that our Bachelor of Chris- 
tian Studies degree is comparable to 


the B.A. degree given al universities. 
We have now approached the Minister 
of Colleges and Universities and have 
asked him for an amendment to our 
Charter so that the discrimination 
against us will be taken away and we 
will be allowed to grant the degrees 
just as other universities are allowed 
to grant degrees. However, it is an 
uphill battle. The Lord will have to 
change minds and hearts of people in 
Toronto in order to make it possible 
for the amendment to pass in the Leg- 


islature. Please make this amendment 
request of the College a special matter 
of your prayers.

Jane Kors is in her second year as 
a part-time physical education in- 
structor and head women’s volleyball 
coach.

Jane has brought quite a record 
with her to Redeemer College both as 
a coach and athlete. She was head 
coach for women’s track and field at 
Central University or Iowa (Central 
College) for the four years before 
coming to Redeemer. During that 
time Jane’s teams placed in the top 
five in the U.S. with 1982 squad win- 
ning the NCAA Division III national 
championship. Jane was named 
NCAA Division III “Coach of the 
Year” in 1984 when her team won the 
first Iowa Conference championship 


by wide margins and placed second at 
the national championships. 

In addition, Jane served as chair- 
man of the NCAA Division III women’s 
track and field committee which 
brought her to many parts of the 
United States because she had to 
supervise the track and cross country 
national championships. 

A native of Dunnville, Ontario, 
Jane competed in volleyball, basket- 
ball, track and field hockey at the 
University of Windsor. She served as 
assistant women’s volleyball, basket- 
ball and track coach at Central College 
in 1978-79. She has a B.A. degree in 
physical education and history from 
the University of Windsor with gra- 
duate work at Rutgers Graduate 
School of Education in New Bruns- 
wick, N.J., and the University of Iowa 
in the sports psychology program. 

Jane is the mother of three chil- 
dren, Courtney, age 5; Justin, age 3; 
and Devon, age 1. Her husband, Cor, 
works at Redeemer College as Regis- 
trar and Assistant to the Dean for 
Student Life. Jane is very active in her 
home church, by leading a women’s 
Bible Study group, singing in the 
choir and playing an active role on 
the building committee that the 
church has. 

In coaching the women’s volley- 
ball team this year Jane feels that she 
has an excellent squad. She says that 
they are a very talented group of 
young women, with a real desire to 
play the game well. The team will be 
playing in a number of Ontario College 
Athletic Association (0.C.A.A.) tourna- 
ments and is especially looking for- 
ward to a trip to Grand Rapids where 
they will be playing both Calvin Col- 
lege and Hope College. Those games 
will take place during the fall study 
break, November 12.

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Looking to the Future 


In the first two articles in this series, | 
wrote about my perceptions of Re- 
deemer College before I joined the 
staff and after I'd been here a few 
months — about the past and present, if 
you will. Dare | say something about 
the furure? 

lam no prophet—I ama historian. 
That's a bird of a different feather! 
Historians talk about the past, trying 
to understand that as well as they 
can, We who are historians find that 
an intimidating enough procedure, 
when the things have already happen- 
ed! If we've learned our lessons well, 
predicting the future is something we 
wouldn't even attempt. And yet, even 
historians set goals, as all other men 
do, which they hope to see realized in 
the future. Further, as Academic Dean, 
I find myself an administrator, a 
position in which it’s necessary to 
think about and try to build for the 
future. So, I'd like to share with you 
what I hope to see realized here at 
Redeemer College. 

In the immediate future, of course, 
| think of the new campus. With the 
new facilities there, it will be so much 
easier to give the full-orbed, quality, 
university-level education which is 
our calling here at Redeemer College. 
With more space for classrooms, 
laboratory facilities, library, “student 
life" areas, and the host of other 
things such education requires, we 
should be able to “spread our wings” 
— is it too much to desire, then, to 
“soar with the eagles”? The Scriptural 
promises, in the strength of which we 
are all to enter the future, assure us 
that those “who wait upon the Lord... 
shall mount up with wings like eagles” 
(Isaiah 40:31). We have seen His 
gracious provision for the College in 
countless ways, including the mar- 
velous manner in which He is provid-

quality Christian education at the

That thought leads us further into 
the future than the completion of the 
new campus.
